ABOARD THE ZEPPELIN 


Joachim Rickard Tells of Trans-Atlantic 
Voyage—lIs Passenger on Eastward 
Round-the-World Trip 


How Joachim Rickard, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward M. Rickard of Andover and 
one of the passengers on the Graf Zeppelin, 
nearly missed making the trans-oceanic 
voyage in the big dirigible was interesting] 
told in an interview with him in Tuesday’s 
Boston Post. 

He was the last to board the Zeppelin at 
Friedrickshafen, Germany, but his tardy 
arrival was the result of delay in transit from 
Madrid, Spain, and not because of a last- 
minute decision not to make the trip. Young 
Mr. Rickard flew by specially chartered 
airplane from Madrid, where he is the only 
American practicing attorney, to Friedrick- 
shafen afd CWie to storms encountered he 
was several hours late in arrival. Anna May 
Wong, the Chinese moving picture actress 
from Hollywood, had been promised the 
Andover man’s place if he should fail to 
arrive in time for the bey oobi Up to almost 
the last minute she was hopeful of making the 
trip and was almost about to board when she 
saw the tall figure of Mr. Rickard arriving. 
She broke down and cried in disappointment. 

I was sorry to disappoint the lady, de- 
clared Mr. Rickard, but I don’t really think 
that Zeppelin flying is just the thing for 
moving picture actresses or any beautiful 
womin who wants to look her best. The 
quarters are very comfortable, but they are 
not'véry commodious for making an elabo- 
rate toilette. 

And, I certainly wouldn’t recommend it 
for a honeymoon trip. Unfortunately, at 
present, Zeppelin travelling does not afford 
much privacy. Various people asked me if I 
was lonesome, but I must confess that 
seventeen passengers and I were in too close 
proximity to be lonesome.” 

Judging from Mr. Rickard’s remarks, time 
hung rather heavy on the hands of the 

assengers while crossing the ocean. Smoking 
is banned and books are the best relaxation, 
but he possessed one of the only three books 
aboard. Some of the passengers engaged their 
time in the playing of cards, “hearts” being 
the most popular game, and so uneventful 
was the passage that when a man lost his 
cap through an open window, a real ripple 
of excitement resulted. Mr. Rickard there- 
upon whirled one of his caps out into space 
to keep the excitement humming.

Actual operations were started Monda 
afternoon on the reconstruction of Nort 
Main street between Andover square and 
Stimpson’s bridge.

Another big steam shovel, 
mounted on a flat car, is at work digging 
away the banking on the west side of the 
North Main street to the north of the rail- 
road tracks. The read is to be moved over at 
this section and the railroad under the new 
bridge widened to permit four tracks. A 
gang of men are also at work digging up the 
road on the lower end, near Stimpson’s 
bridge. 

All traffic has been diverted from North 
Main street, while the work is underway and 
only those living on North Main street or 
having business there will be permitted to use 


At a recent meeting of the Board of Public 
Works, Superintendent Charles T. Gilliard 
reported on the work of his department for 
the month of July. Among the items of 
gencral interest were the following: 


Highway Department 

A section of Chestnut street near Upland 
round which was in an unsatisfactory con- 
dition was covered with gravel and other- 
wise repaired. Two rough sections of road, 
one on Andover street Ballardvale from the 
Bradlee school to the bridge and another on 
Elm strect from Whittier street to Washing- 
ton avenue have been treated with Tarvia 
Retread. After the application of Retread 
and sand the road was dragged until its 
surface was smooth and a light draggi 
was given the following day. A section i, 
River street and Bancroft road have also 
been treated with Tarvia Retread. The 
results obtained from this process have been 
gratifying. 

The construction of Poor street was com- 
pleted July 11 and involved 3390 square 
yards of road, the laying of 700 fect of curb- 
ing, drain pipe and the installation of three 
catch baisins. This road has added much to 
the improved appearance of that section of 
Shawsheen Village. 

The construction of Washington avenue 
was started on July 15 and the first stone 
was applied duly 23., The drainage system 
or tng street was quite extensive and was 
completed July 18, This road is now open to 
traflic. 

Six hundred feet of curbing has been laid

Drivingand Around Andover—Not Meant ! 


as a Baedecker 

To spend one’s vacation there are numer- 
ous means, You can order a private yacht 
and tour the coasts, east and west, north or 
south, You can buy a Packard or a Ford and 
bump up and down mountains to the amuse- 
ment of the natives and the detriment of the 
time-renowned view. You can charter a camp 
oni one of the newspaper advertised lakes and 
swat mosquitoes for the better part of a 
month until there is naught left of your 
physique for the insects to light upon. You 
can go afoot or horseback, hither and thither, 
far and wide, or if none of these various 
modes of entertainment intrigue you, you 
can stay at home. All but the last have this 
quality entailed in their merits, you not only 
spend your vacation but also much of the 
hard-earned hoard which you had _ stored 
away in the stocking against some rainy day 
or at least as a temporary shelter during a 
drizzle, and after all, especially, if you are 
fond of ice cream sodas or socially smart 
games of bridge, this is, you will have to 
admit, a bit disadvantageous. Being of a 
frugal and thrifty nature due to some vulgar 
strain in my forebears, no doubt, my theme 
deals with the last, but by no means least of 
the assembled catagory. 

One of my favorite evening entertainments 
during this summer has been to drive around 
“Big Pond” in North Andover at night just 
as the sun is going down. We usually drive up 
Summer street to the Downing place, down 
Highland Road to the Salem turnpike and 
across, down Chestnut Street to the Old 
North Andover Unitarian Church, then 
either by the macadam road towards West 
Boxford or over the dirt road directly beside 
the church. The latter is not so good a road as 
the former but the scenery is exquisite. The 
road is blessedly free from roadside stands 
and advertisements for Camels, Socony, or 
what have you. The part of Chestnut street 
as you leave the Salem road would be very 
deceptive to those who know the trails 
around Crawford Notch in the White 
Mountains. The trees hang close to the sides 
of the road and seem thick enough, as you 
glance into them, to be hiding the sloping 
sides of mountains and you feel no great 
surprise when a rabbit hops out across in 
front of your car. At the first turn you see on 
your left a huge white house set back among 
shade trees on a well groomed lawn sur- 
rounded by a white paling fence. As you lgok 
off to the side of this house you seem to be 
very high up, from the road there is no sign 
of other houses, only the full vividly colored 
clouds of the sunset and as you go farther 
down the hill towards North Andover you 
get a panoramic picture of the hills in South- 
ern New Hampshire and those crouching near 
Wachusett in Northern Massachusetts. Just 
below you are the smoke stacks of Lawrence. 
If I were Vachel Lindsey or Carl Sandburg 
I might dwell at length on their striking 
awkwardness but as I am not, I won’t; to me 
they are most sordid and dirty, I prefer the 
view beyond. On the right is a large beige 
house, not that houses are usually colored 
that but any ordinary color fails to describe 
the texture of this abode. In front of it is a 
silver baff on a pedestal, looking for all the 
world like an athletic trophy and I have 
wondered many times in passing if it says 
“ Bingville vs Umptown” and a score and 
date on it. I have never investigated but 
some dark night I shall. 

At the bottom of the hill take your right. 
On the left you will notice a house and barn 
with great piles of wood about them and 
directly as you pass the yard the spires of the 
church gleam up against a background of 
green trees for all the world like pictures 
which yau receive from your traveling friends 
of old English churches along the Thames. 
YOu pass on your right the Farnham ante: 
set beyond a long rolling saffron field. This 
house always held my attention from my 
earliest Andover and North Andover memce 
ries as perhaps the castle in which all the 
golden heroines of Fairytale days had their 
dwelling, their evil stepmothers and their 
love afiairs with neighboring princes. 

You pass the grammar school which looks 
a bit desolate with its long grass and drawn 
curtains and take your right at the horse 
trough which, by the way, actually has water 
in it and I have seen horses drinking there. 
Just down the hill past the church you come 
to a white English gate which does not admit 
one but allows you to enjoy a vista worthy 
of forty artificial creations of pillar and lawn. 
The trees avenue a brown field to a hill 
which looks for all the world like the old- 
fashioned drop on town hall stage. The hill 
is an almost symmetrical semicircle, with 
several trees breaking the circumference. A 
barn top shows half way up looking as 
though the remainder of the barn had been 
sunk under ground. My friend remarks that 
that is all there is to the barn but as I am 
no agricultural expert I prefer to remember 
that ignorance is bliss and continue my way 
happy in the hope that half of it is under 
ground and probably inhabited by gnomes 
and elves, The bluish gray of pinetrees and, 
if you look quickly, the first glimpse of the 
20nd is around the next bend waiting patient- 
y for all who come to look. Now as you look 
to the left more of the lake shows itself in the 
shape of half moon and no broader than a 
good-sized river. Today there were white 
caps breaking over the rocks on the shore. 
To the left at the fork in the roads past a 
pillared house of Southern extraction, and 
down past the North Andover Country 
Club which has shown wisdom in its choice 
of site for such a club, The road you will 
find a bit bumpy, or at least I did, my car 
not being of aristocratic renown, but that 
has its advantages as you can easily imagine 
that you are in Vermont around about St, 
Johnsbury headed west. When you come to 
the sign which tells the traveler the correct 
route to Georgetown, smile politely and take 
the other road which leads you up a rocky 
ascent past several lovely estates, past the 
buildings appertaining to the Brooks School 
and down again to a macadam road which 
runs along the margin of “ Big Pond.’’ Most 
of the evening beauty seekers parked here 
are not, from my own cursory observations, 
looking at the sunset across the water, but 
even at that you can usually find adequate 
space near the shore. I have often in my 
drives here seen men out in boats holding 
poles with lines attached thereunto aimlessly 
over the boat into the water but never in all 
my watching have I seen them pull up a fish. 
Perhaps they are fishing and again perhaps 
they are pursuing their empty dreams of 
being the president of “ these United States” 
even as you and I, 

From here the road back to Andover is one 
which you have, doubtless, often traveled. 
I often switch off half way down Osgood 
street and run a little more through the 
country coming out again at Old North 
Andover Centre. ‘Take your choice. 

In order to save myself from being cursed 
to posterity 1 warn you now that the state 
highway department never heard of most 
of these roads much less paid any calls on 
them but they haye their beauty, in that 
by going slowly, you can take in to the fullest 
the possibilities of the drive.

Keep the Belt Fit 


A belt is the vital link in many farm opera- 
tions and deserves good care. Belts can be 
cleaned with warm water and castile or white 
toilet soap, but should not become wet, as 
this makes them stretch and slip and ma 
cause laps to separate. Among the best belt 
dressings are mixtures of cod and neat’s-foot 
oils with tallow and wool grease free from 
mineral acids. Sticky materials such as rosin, 
pitch, asphalt, and tar should not be used to 
make a belt take hold, as they glaze the 
surface and ‘“‘cake” on the belt and pulleys. 
Prompt repairs are cheaper and safer in the 
end. A weakened fastener may break but part 
way and badly rip the belt. Gluing or cement- 
ing laps is preferable to other means of 
fastening, as holes for laces or other fasteners 
weaken the leather. A leather belt of first 
quality, adapted to the work, properly 
installed, and kept in good condition, will last 
from ten to twenty-five years, or even longer.

Belated Honors Paid 


First British Aeronaut 


{n honor of James Sadler, the first 
British aeronaut, a memorial tablet 
has been erected at Oxford. 

On October 4, 1874, he “did astonish 
the people by ascending into the at- 
mosphere with firmness and intrepid- 
ity.” His balloon was 170 feet in 
circumference, and carried a amall 
brazler, suspended under the envelope, 
In order to maintain heated alr to give 
the power of ascension. It shot up to 
a height of 3,600 feet, and was blown 
northwest. 

Unfortunately, Sadler dropped the 
fork used to handle the fuel, and It Is 
sald he avoided coming down in a 
wood by using oars. Eventually, after 
half an hour's flight, he had traveled 
about six miles. In his second flight 
he used hydrogen, and ‘in three minutes 
was lost to sight In the clouds. ‘Twenty 
minutes later he came down near 
Aylesbury, 14 miles away. 

For 25 years Sadler worked as a 
chemist, engineer, and inventor, but 
when fifty-seven he returned to bal- 
looning. In 1814 he ascended from 
Burlington house, Piccadilly, before a 
huge crowd. Subsequently, however, 
he falled in an attempt to cross from 
Treland to England.

Small Farms in India

small holdings,” says Sir Verney 
Lovett, author of “India.”

In other parts the bulk of the 
land is owned by large properties, but 
even In such cases the tenant in chief 
has generally been protected by a se- 
ries of rent acts which not only insure 
him fixity of tenure during his lifetime 
but often grant the right of descent of 
the tenure to his heirs on his death.

Tara Is the name of a hill In County 
Meath, Ireland. It was here that the 
triennial convention of the Irish kings 
was established by Ollam Fodlah, 
about 900 B. ©. According to tra- 
dition the palace of Tara was 900 feet 
square, containing 150 apartments and 
150 dormitories. The early kings of 
Ireland were sald to be crowned here 
and tradition further states that Tara 
at the time of the advent of St. Pat- 
rick to Ireland was the principal seat 
of Druldism in Ireland. It fs sald to 
have been abandoned through the 
curse of St. Ruadan, 450, on account 
of its idolatry. 


Amber and Meerschaum 

Amber can be made to burn when 
heated to a high temperature in the 
air. It is a fossil resin from trees of 
the pine family and ts dug up from 
the shores of the Kualtic sea and the 
North sea and a few other places, It 
is a compound of carbon, hydrogen 
and oxygen.

Blueberry Picker 

Dr. N. B. Russell, 75-year-old dentist who 
lives at 54 Milton street, North Andover, 
went looking for berries Sunday in the 
wooded section surrounding Haggett’s pond, 
and overstaying his proposed time limit, 
police and Boy Scouts were called out to 
search for him. He was found happy and 
smiling a short while after the search was 
begun and all he could do was to express sur- 
prise at the time of day. : 

The doctor went with his wife by machine 
to Haggett’s pond at 11 o'clock Sunday 
morning with the purpose of blueberrying. 
Leaving his wife waiting in the car parked on 
the side of the road, he entered the fields with 
a pail for collecting the berries. 

As time wore on and his wife waited for 
him the minutes that passed by slowly 
began to wear on Mrs. Russell’s nerves and 
when it drew close to four o’clock in the 
afternoon she was real worried and decided 
to get someone to go in search of him. 

She turned to the Andover police who saw 
to it that several of their men were sent over 
to the section where the doctor had “‘disap- 
peared”, and who in turn notified the fire 
officials of the town. several of whom also 
volunteered to join in the hunt. The Boy 
Scout signal of three rings three times was 
sounded from the central fire station in An- 
dover and members of Andover patrols began 
to assemble to offer their aid. 


They started for the berry-field and 
spread out in pairs so that a large area of the 
district was covered by the searching parties. 
They had been looking less than half hour 
when State Patrolman Alteri and Motorcycle 
Officer David Gillespie of Andover came upon 
the doctor as he was returning to his machine 
with a load of luscious berries. In answer to 
inquiries by the officers Dr. Russell replied 
that he had disregarded the hour of the day 
and time passed without his realizing that it 
was so late. 

At the time that the two officers came upon 
him, preparations were being made to bring 
Boy Scouts of Malden who were at Camp 
Manning to help in the search. About the 
time that the scouts were preparing to start 
for Andover, word was received that the 
doctor had been found. 

Dr. Russell is well known as a lover of the 
outdoors, and is especially known for his

almost half a century, having first taken to 
shooting when he was eleven years old. He 
was the president of the first gun club in 
Lawrence, in the early 80’s. He is the only 
member of the Lawrence Fish and Game 
club who ever won the annual championship 
twice in the annual shoot.

West Point, New York, August 9—Mark- 
ing the completion of six strenuous weeks of 
drill on the parade ground at the U, S, 
Military Academy here, Cadet John D.

Edward C, Carter to Attend Institute of 
Pacific Relations 

Edward C, Carter, honorary secretary of 
the American Council of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations, and well-known in Andover 
will sail on August 17 for London and Mos- 
cow and thence to Kyoto wheré He will 
attend the annual conference of the Institute, 

The following story is reprinted from the 
New York Herald Tribune of July 25: 


The American Council of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations, 129 East Fifty-second 
Street, announces the receipt of a cablegram 
from Moscow stating that official arrange- 
ments have been made for members of the 
American Council to visit Moscow and pass 
through Russia en route to the annual 
conference of the Institute at Kyoto, Japan, 
from October 28 to November 9. Forty 
members of the American Council have 
signified their intention of attending the 
conference, five of whom will go through 
Russia, 

The first of the Americans to sail for the 
Kyoto conference will be James McDonald 
and John D. Rockefeller 3d, in the Roma, 
July 27, and Dr, Lewis L. Lorwin, of Brook- 
ings Institution, Washington, who will sail 
in the Leviathan on the same date. Mr. 
Rockefeller will be one of the secretaries of 
the American group. Other parties will leave 
America at different dates, some going east 
and some west. 

I. C. Carter, honorary secretary of the 
American Council, accompanied by Mrs. 
Carter, Roland Boyden, of Boston; Jerome 
D. Greene, chairman of the American 
Council and a member of Lee, Higginson & 
Co., and Mrs, Greene will sail on August 17 
for London and Moscow, and thence to 
Kyoto. The Americans are visiting Russia at 
this time, it is understood, in the hope that 
the Soviet Union may be induced to have 
unoflicial observers at the Kyoto conference, 
The unoflicial aspect of the conferences of 
the Institute are held by Mr. Carter to be 
the chief obstacle to full Russian participa 
tion. 

The Institute of Pacific Relations is made 
up of groups from all countries bordering on 
the Pacific Ocean and interested in the pro 
motion of a better understanding of condi 
tions, political and economic, aliecting the 
peoples of these countries. ‘The membership 
of the groups is made up of influential citi- 
zens in their particular countries, and not of 
officials of their governments. The scope of 
the Institute is farreaching and its public 
utterances carry great weight. Dr. Shiroshi 
Nasu, expert on rural economics of the Im 
perial University in Tokio, said receatly in 
New York that if Russia had participated 
in the previous sessions of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations the present Chinese 
Russian difficulties might have been avoided. 

This year’s conference at Kyoto is the third 
held by the Institute and is notable as being 
the first conference to discuss international 
problems ever to be held in an Oriental 
country.

“What Constitutes an Educated Mind’’ 


The following essay written by Edward C. 
Emslie, Jr., a Senior at the Punchard school, 
won the first prize offered by Rev. George 
B. Frost for the best essay written on 
“What Constitutes an Educated Mind, 
and How It Can Best Be Acquired”: 

Anybody in this world of ours will tell 
you that a youth without education is as 
helpless as a ship without a propeller in the 
middle of the Atlantic, whether he believes 
it or not. A high school graduate deciphers 
education as meaning more scholastic work 
and so he immediately sets out for college. 
Upon completion of his collegiate life he 
finds that in the opinion of business men he is 
not considered educated. Bewildered he asks: 
What is this education, and how can I get it? 

In an effort to enlighten such a youth I will 
set forth a few fundamentals, which in my 
opinion constitute an educated mind. To 
live in this world without a knowledge of 
what things are for, or why we have them is 
the lowest form of illiteracy; yet how many 
people could tell you why chemistry is one 
of the most imnortant branches of science? 


Ny —e 
Pees perception of the truths and facts sur- 
rounding our lives—knowledge in other 
words—, and the using of it to improve one’s 
standing, both economic and social, compose 
the most important of the constituents of 
education. This is closely related with under- 
standing—a full comprehension of worldly 
affairs and of one’s fellow-men—so closely 
in fact that if you have a high knowledge, 
understanding is unconsciously present. 
How so many people can go on living without 
any idea of what their fellow-men are doing 
at home and abroad is a mystery to me. 
Newspapers, the most valuable link with 
the outside world, are bought by many 
people merely for the sporting page or the 
comic strip, without a thought of editorials 
or world events. These very people at social 
events hear their friends talking about such 
things and wonder why they haye never 
heard about any of them, Their bewilder- 
ment is passed off with a shrug, and, col- 
loquially speaking, they go on living in a fog. 

Another component of education is that 
general term, capacity. You wonder at this 
perhaps. Nevertheless, could you call a 
person educated who did not use his skill to 
the utmost? Decidedly not! Still there are 
thousands who have remained on the same 
rung of the ladder to Success, just because 
they have not used their trained mental 
ability to the greatest degree. There is still 
another factor of education; that is service, 
which is closely linked with capacity, for to 
perform any helpful deed one must have 
capacity in some line of work. The word 
“service” can be explained no better than 
by that verse from St. Matthew: “ Whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do to you, do 
ye even so to them.” The reason that this 
service is of so much importance is not 
merely to increase one’s number of friends, 
but to show people that one has some well- 
educated gray matter tucked away in the 
Lsely punctual hia Lead 

In concluding my views on what consti- 
tutes an educated mind I must not forget 
two other essentials, breeding and ideals, 
the second of which plays a more or less 
significant part at all times in one’s life. 
That this is so is due to the fact that ideals 
give a person, as a youth, added impetus 
toward his ambition, and, as a business 
man, toward a higher position. High ideals 
do not necessarily mean that because a youth 
wants to be an aviator he should long to be 
a Lindbergh with all his fame and glory, but 
he should use Lindbergh’s traits of character 
throughout his schooldays and afterwards. 
The other above-mentioned essential, breed- 
ing, is always demanded in its highest form 
in society. Though a person has all the afore- 
mentioned terms, if he should go to a dinner 
and lounge with his elbows on the table 
throughout the meal, the hostess would call 
him anything but educated. With all the 
above terms made manifest—perception of 
the truths and facts surrounding our lives, a 
full comprehension of worldly affairs and of 
one’s fellowmen, the ability and willingness 
to serve, high ideals, and fine breeding—, 
my task of enlightening the college graduate 
is half completed. 

After the college graduate has read the 
above lines, he may say as did the old farmer 
when he saw a giraffe for the first time, 
“There ain't no sich animal”. That is untrue, 
for there are many men with such model 
minds; to be sure the acquisition of such 
requires time and money but it is there for 
those who crave it eagerly enough. 

To obtain knowledge, as I defined it, re- 
quires a minimum of twelve to twenty years 
of formal training. By study I mean real, 
industrious work at high school and college, 
not merely being on the school register and 
doing the required work mechanically and 
half-heartedly. This school life, plus associa- 
tions with remarkable people, will form a 
most valuable asset to one’s later life. The 
ally of knowledge, understanding, demands 
not only daily reading of newspapers and 
highclass magazines, but also extensive 
travel. So much good can be derived from 
this source—associations, knowledge of the 


outside world and experience—that I am 
of the opinion that a youth just out of 
college could do nothing better than travel 
for a year. By travel f do not mean old 
ladies’ traveling—deck-sitting and_hotel- 
lobbying—but the working of one’s way 
around this and other countries. 

__ A pleasing business position will do more 
in creating an interest in life for a man than 
i ne else, and if he has an interest in 
life he finds, perhaps unknown to himself, 
that his capacity for service has been in- 
creased. Since capacity can always be in- 
creased by hard work, he does not mind the 
tedious toil involved, for his business is his 
delight. As his capacity increases he finds 
that he is in all ways more able and willing 
to help his fellows. 

The reading of famous biographies and 
associations with well-versed personages will 
do a great deal in forming the ideals of a 
youth, for in either of the two he is eventually 
sure to find an individual whom he will regard 
as the standard of excellence. A warning must 
be inserted here; by no means should he 
select a person who is popular but whose

The last task in acc uiring an educated 
mind, that of obtainin licsedieas should not 
be taken too flippantly just because it in- 
cludes only manners and the conventions of 
society. True, a full understanding of these 
rules is required, but if a person, bulwarked 
only by a memory selection of good etiquette 
should attend some formal affair, he would 
find himself engulfed in an ocean of fear and 

| doubt. Experience and observations which, 
if he were wise enough to make any, would 
soon lead him to feel at home, are the 
factors to be sought by such a person. 

And so our friend, the college graduate, 
having been supplied with the constituents 
of education, is now acquainted with the 
ways of acquiring such—twelve to twenty 
years of formal training, travel, enjoyable 
work, associations with well-versed people, 
biographical reading, experience and obser- 
vations.

BABSON SAYS MONEY RATES STILL DETERRENT 
FACTOR TO SPECULATIVE TRANSACTIONS 


Real Estate Market Is Improving and Buying of Homes and Industrial Property Is Still 
Well Maintained—Credit Stringency Has Net Extended to 
Real Estate Loans of Legitimate Character 


Babson Park, Mass., August 9, 1929. Al- 
though credit stringency and high money 


rates have unquestionably slowed up the 


specularive building and real estate market, 
values, on the whole, have been well main- 
tained and the total volume of propert 

transactions is ter than it was at this 
time last year. The credit stringency has not 
extended to the real estate loans of legitimate 
character, such as home building or expan- 
sion of industrial plants. A survey recently 
completed by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, shows that in 76 percent 
of the cities interest rates on mortgage 
money are the same as last year; in 12 per 
cent mortgage rates are lower; and 12 per 
cent report an increase. Nearly half of the 
cities report a surplus of mortgage money; 
one-third of them say the demand and su sol 
are just about eqpal; and 21 percent of them 
say that there is a shortage of money for 
mortgage purposes. Apparently the boiling 
stock market and tc restrictive measures of 

the Federal Reserve Board have not caused 
the crisis in real estate which many had 
expected. 

Anyone who wants to buy or build a home 
can obtain money at as favorable rates now 
as he could three years ago. On the other 
hand, the banks are scrutinizing applications 
for large speculative enterprises very care- 
fully. Undoubtedly apartment house build- 
ing in some of our large cities was over- 
done. Until the demand catches up with 
the supply a resting period in speculative 
transactions and new construction is only 
natural. The principal effect of high money 
from a building and real estate standpoint 
has been in connection with the decline in 
municipal financing. Borrowing by cities, 
towns, and states has been slowed down by 
the higher rates which they must pay for 
money. Also, the dullness in the general bond 
market and the craze for stocks make the 
sale of even- high-grade municipal issues 
more difficult. The slackening in public 
developments and improvements can only 
be alleviated by an easier trend in the money 
market. Until credit stringency relaxes, the 
slowing down in public works will continue 
to have a retarding influence on real estate 
expansion and sub-division work. 


Rents About the Same as Last Year 


The rising trend of rents has been defi- 
nitely checked. Today rentals in most 


cities, both for residential and business 
property are fairly well stabilized at just 
about the same level as last year. Fifty-six 
percent of the leading cities say rents for 
single family houses are the same as in 1928; 
17 Agel of them say rents are higher; 
while 27 percent say they are lower. Apart- 
ment rents in 65 percent of the cities show no 
appreciable change from last Sipe in 18 per- 
cent they are higher; and in 17 percent lower. 
Central business perty is renting about 
the same as in 1928 in 52 percent of the cities; 
higher in 40 percent; and lower in 8 percent. 

ell situated business rents seem to be 
maintained on a higher level than most 
other classes of property. Overbuilding in a 
few cities has caused decline in all types of 
rents, but the situation for the whole country 
is one of stability at prices slightly below the 
high peak previously reached. 


Suburban Real Estate Most Active 


Several years ago I called attention to 
the great movement toward the suburbs 
brought about by the automobile and im- 
proved rapid transit facilities. This move- 
ment is continuing in spite of adverse money 
onditions. Today the cities and towns 
under 25,000 inhabitants are the ones that 
are showing the greatest real estate activity. 
Fifty-eight percent of these smal! towns and 
cities show more property transactions than 
last year. On the other hand, only 50 percent 
of the large cities with a population of 500, 
000 or over, and only 24 percent of the cities 
with populations of 100,000 to 200,000, 
show an increase in activity over last year. 
The cities are rapidly spreading out and the 
demand for suburban property is con- 
stantly growing. Movement away from 
congested city districts is an excellent thing 
both for the public health and social welfare 
of the country. Incidently, it opens up new 
opportunities for the enterprising real estate 
men and investors who have the vision to 
look ahead ten or fifteen years and to see the 
picture which the automobile, the airplane, 
and other transportation marvels are unfold- 
ing. 

The Airplane Will Develop New Real 
Estate Opportunities 

As the aviation industry grows and the 
number of planes in use increases, many 
seemingly useless and inaccessible places 
will soon become of great value. More 


ground space will be required for landing 

rposes, At present many desirable tracts 
‘or this purpose can be purchased for the 
price of unpaid taxes. Just as roadside pro- 
perty took on more value with the great 
popularity of the automobile, real estate 
which can be readily employed as an airport 
will in the same way jump into value. Also 
it must be remembered that adjacent land 
will take on new values, In the future’ some 
airports will be of such magnitude as to 
resemble railroad terminals. We have seen 
what the automobile and steam engine 
have done for real estate. The airplane will 
also convert many vast and undeveloped 
sections into paw airports. Those who 
own tracts of land or who are considering 
real estate purchases should consider very 
seriously whether the property will fit in 
with airport developments. 

The airplane will also popularize many 
beautiful but inaccessible places for resorts. 
Our coasts are dotted with beautiful islands 
at present scarcely inhabited or only partially 
developed. When commuting distances are 
cut down to a matter of minutes by the air- 
plane rather than hours by boat, such island 
property is almost sure to boom. Remote 
parts and territories of the United States 
also will be opened up both for travel and 
settlement. In this connection, Alaska may 
ultimately become a thickly settled and 
thriving section of the country. There are 
many beautiful but isolated sections of 
Canada which may become thriving summer 
resorts. Also in Northern Canada are many 
rich metal deposits merely awaiting an casy 
way of access. These will be exploited as 
airplane travel grows. Quick transportation 
developed by the airplane may bring a re- 
vival of the ‘‘gold rushes” of earlier history. 

Such land booms, however, are not as a 
rule wise things to invest in. The real oppor- 
tunities will come through sound develop- 
ment of values in desirable property, made 
readily available by the new means of trans- 
portation, The growth may be slow at first, 
but ultimately such favorably situated land 
should prove a highly profitable investment.

Subduing the Wild Morning-Glory “Inside’’ Information 
The farmer who tries to eradicate field Bread for sandwiches should be twe: 
bindweed, or wild morning-glory, will not 
have an easy task, as this destructive weed is 
unusually resistant to ordinary means of 
eradication, However, it can be killed by 
frequent cutting, by acombination of frequent 
cutting and the growing of dense-shape crops, 
or by chemicals. Clean cultivation also is 
effective in killing bindweed, but the work 
must be done thoroughly and repeated weekly 
for two or more seasons, to prevent the top 
geowth of the weed.
